In  response  to  Keith  Southworth’s  letter

If  Trump  Wins:  Move  to  Georgia! 


Finally  the  insane  national  primary  season  is  over;  we  have  “presumptive” 
candidates  Donald  Trump  and  Hillary  Clinton.  We  also  have  upcoming 
conventions  in  Cleveland  and  Philadelphia  that  might  not  be  presumptively 
conventional. 

Some  Republicans  continue  to  bid  for  a “no  trump”  hand  in  Cleveland, 
and  geezers  like  me  remember  the  police  riots  during  the  divided  1968  Democratic 
convention  in  Chicago.  Presumably,  Bernie’s  army  will  stage  its  battle  for  development 
of  a progressive  party  platform  in  a reasonable  manner,  and  the  Philadelphia  police 
won’t  riot. 

Ultimately,  neither  Sanders  nor  Trump  has  any  right  to  call  the  DNC  and  RNC 
convention  rules  “rigged.”

Nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth:  Both  parties  have  created  and 
manipulated  rules  that  benefit  insiders  for  years.  Duh!  The  only  thing  that’s  changed 
the  equation  since  the  1970s  is  money,  the  Supreme  Court’s  Citizens  United  ruling, 
for  example.  What  else  do  the  Republican  presidential  nominee  and  the  Koch  brothers 
have  in  common  besides  being  billionaires? 

But  don’t  leave  for  Canada,  dear  reader,  if  you  fear  Trump.  If  escapism  is  your 
strategy,  remember:  Canada  is  cold,  it  has  no  economy  and  its  national  health  insurance 
is  vastly  overrated.  You  die  waiting  in  lines  for  health  care  up  there,  from  what  I hear. 

I suggest  moving  to  Tbilisi,  the  capital  of  Georgia.  The  weather  is  much 
better  there  and  they’re  having  much  more  fun  in  their  political  theater!  Georgian 
suspects  described  as  “far-right  extremists”  — picture  Ammon  and  Cliven  Bundy 
with  andouille  and  chorizo  sausages  in  their  holsters  — recently  entered  a vegan 
cafe  in  Tbilisi  wearing  sausages  around  their  necks  and  carrying  slabs  of  meat  on 
skewers,  before  attacking  customers  and  staff.  Now  Eugene  is  a pretty  hip  city,  and 
I don’t  think  we  would  have  a big  problem  with  a few  people  having  issues  about 
vegetarianism  here  . . . but  in  Tbilisi  it  led  to  a public  brawl.  (Damn  militant  Georgian 
vegans.)  Talk  about  political  reality  shows! 

OK,  fine,  stay  in  Oregon  then.  Rumor  has  it  that  Trump’s  triumph  and  his  falling 
out  with  the  Kochs  has  the  brothers  looking  for  other  places  to  use  their  pledged 
$835  million  war  chest  to  influence  politics  in  America  in  2016.  Oregon  represents  1 
percent  of  the  nation’s  population,  so  let’s  assume  the  Kochs  want  to  spend  $8  million 
in  Oregon.  How  would  they  spend  it,  and  more  importantly,  on  whom?  Or  on  what 
ballot  measures? 

At  first  glance,  there  are  no  easy  targets.  Sen.  Ron  Wyden  won  his  last  race  in  2010 


by  14  points,  and  our  four  Democratic  members  of  Congress  all  have  safe  seats  this 
cycle.  And  I’d  be  surprised  if  Republican  Bud  Pierce  draws  much  attention  in  his  run 
against  Kate  Brown.  Pierce  doesn’t  excite  the  religious  right  wing  of  his  party. 

Insiders  speculate  that  Republicans  will  concede  2016  to  Gov.  Kate  Brown, 
and  they’re  already  prepping  Knute  Buehler  to  run  against  her  in  2018.  Oregon 
Republicans  have  a recent  history  of  promoting  physicians  to  run  for  statewide  office 
without  any  previous  political  experience  — Monica  Wehby  against  Jeff  Merkley  last 
cycle,  Knute  in  2012  against  Kate  for  secretary  of  state,  and  now  Bud  Pierce. 

It  looks  like  Buehler  has  already  started  his  2018  bid  for  governor.  The  legislator 
from  Bend  recently  called  for  Portland’s  school  board  to  fire  its  superintendent 
“pending  an  investigation  into  her  incompetence”  regarding  lead  discovered  in  the 
district’s  buildings.  This  kind  of  rookie  grandstanding  is  baffling  coming  from  a guy 
whose  do-nothing  obstructionist  Republican  House  caucus  set  a record  for 
ineffectiveness  in  the  2015  session.  His  voting  record 
begs  the  question  of  how  much  he  cares  for  the 
children  in  his  own  district,  much  less  the  kids 
in  Portland. 

So  where  do  the  Kochs  go?  Maybe  the  Oregon 
secretary  of  state  race?  It’s  an  open  seat  with  no 
incumbent  running.  Republican  Dennis  Richardson 
fits  the  role  model  for  the  Kochs:  ultra-conservative, 
self-righteous,  anti-government,  anti-choice,  anti- 
public employee  and  a big  fan  of  corporate  wealth. 

You  think  Brad  Avakian’s  not  aware  of  this  threat? 

Initiative  Petition  28  is  another  likely  target  of  the 
Koch  money.  This  tax  measure  could  bring  in  as  much 
as  $2.5  billion  a year,  and  it  is  aimed  primarily  at  large 
corporations.  Both  sides  in  this  battle  claim  they  have 
polling  favorable  to  their  position.  But  it’s  early,  with 
a large  undecided  constituency.  Standard  logic  says 
it’s  easier  to  get  a “no”  vote  from  an  undecided  on  a 
tax  measure.  So  both  sides  will  throw  a lot  of  money 
at  it.  Stay  tuned.

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HESITANT  TO  REPORT 

In  response  to  Keith  Southworth’s  letter 
[“Rape  Confusion,”  June  9],  I question  his 
reasoning  behind  the  statement  that  “rape 
victims  should  either  report  to  the  police  or 
move  on  in  life.”  He  suggests  that  women 
should  be  required  to  report  rape  within 
48  hours,  but  doesn’t  consider  the  reasons 
why  they  may  be  hesitant  to  do  this. 

Maybe  they  feel  ashamed,  humiliated  or 
terrified  as  a result  of  this  traumatic  event. 
Maybe  the  rapist  has  threatened  to  harm 
them  or  their  family.  Maybe  they  worry  that 
their  report  wouldn’t  be  taken  seriously, 
which  is  a valid  concern.  Is  it  possible  that 
some  people  are  falsely  accused  of  rape? 
Yes.  It’s  also  true  that  when  rape  is  reported 
several  years  after  the  fact,  it  is  difficult  to 
prove  anything  one  way  or  the  other. 

However,  I strongly  disagree  with 
Southworth’s  assertion  that  American 
women  are  likely  to  go  about  “creating 
delusions”  and  “convincing  themselves”  that 
a consensual  sexual  encounter  was  actually 
a rape.  This  is  not  stricdy  an  “American” 
issue,  and  it  is,  unfortunately,  more  likely 
that  a woman  (or  man)  will  be  pressured  into 
believing  the  opposite:  that  a rape  was  in  fact 
an  “OK”  and  “normal”  sexual  experience.

Eugene  Weekly  had  a point  going  with 
the  cover  about  immigration  opponents’ 
arguments,  until  it  chose  to  write 
“RESPECT  ARE  COUNTRY.”  That  is 
equivalent  to  saying  the  people  who  hold 
those  positions  are  stupid,  don’t  know 
the  language  they  are  attempting  to  force 
on  immigrants  and  hypocritical.  That  is  a 
bigoted  generalization  by  the  staff  of  the 
Eugene  Weekly. 

And  in  the  article  itself,  a racially 
based  political  group  led  by  a Senyor 
[sic]  Carrasco  is  quoted  with  his  picture 
in  emphasis,  “Taking  away  the  language 
is  the  last  blow  of  colonialism.”  What 
Carrasco  seems  to  not  understand  is  who 
is  colonizing  whom,  and  whose  society  is 
being  changed  by  whom.  To  make  these 
blunt  analogies  between  the  genocidal 
activities  of  European  colonists  and  today’s 
U.S.  citizens  reacting  to  social  change  is  a 
distortion,  to  say  the  least.

Attention  Parents 

DON’T  GET  YOUR  HEALTH  INFORMATION  FROM  THE  MOVIES 


I have  followed  with  frustration  and  sadness 
the  response  to  the  film  Vaxxed  which  has 
been  showing  at  the  David  Minor  Theater  in 
Eugene.  The  him  inaccurately  represents  the 
science  of  vaccines  and  autism,  and  I worry 
that  it  may  mislead  parents  in  Lane  County. 

I am  a mother  to  two  young  children,  and  I feel 
the  weight  of  responsibility  to  make  wise  decisions 
about  their  healthcare.  I am  also  trained  as  a 
scientist,  and  I’ve  found  that  my  background  in  the 
scientific  process  has  been  a valuable  tool  in  helping 
me  to  make  smart  choices  for  my  family. 

I do  not  want  to  dwell  too  much  on  the  problems 
with  Vaxxed,  but  it  does  make  for  a useful  example 
of  how  to  assess  the  accuracy  of  health  information. 

For  example,  when  presented  with  new 
information,  it’s  smart  to  think  carefully  about 
the  source.  Is  the  narrator  of  this  information 
trustworthy?  Is  he  or  she  well  trained  with  expertise 
in  this  area?  Are  there  conflicts  of  interest  that  may 
compromise  the  honesty  of  the  source? 

The  director  of  Vaxxed  is  Andrew  Wakefield, 
and  his  history  is  full  of  red  flags  that  should 
make  us  skeptical  of  his  trustworthiness.  In  1998, 
he  published  a small  study  of  just  12  children 
that  attempted  to  link  the  development  of  autism 
to  vaccines.  But  investigations  into  Wakefield’s 
research  uncovered  a number  of  problems,  and  his 
paper  was  retracted  from  the  medical  journal.  He 


had  fabricated  data  and  conducted  invasive  research 
procedures  on  children  without  their  parents’ 
consent. 

Wakefield  was  also  on  the  payroll  of  a law  firm 
planning  to  sue  vaccine  manufacturers,  which  was  a 
gross  conflict  of  interest.  In  hearings  with  the  U.K. 
General  Medical  Council,  Wakefield  was  called 
“callous”  and  “unethical,”  and  he  was  subsequently 
banned  from  medical  practice.  I do  not  recommend 
trusting  this  man  to  give  you  advice  about  the 
health  of  your  children,  whether  packaged  as  a slick 
documentary  or  in  any  other  form. 

When  assessing  health  information,  we  should 
also  be  wary  of  conspiracy  theories.  Viewers  of 
Vaxxed  may  be  intrigued  by  the  tale  it  weaves  of  a 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC) 
cover-up.  Ignoring  for  a moment  Wakefield’s  lack  of 
trustworthiness,  a closer  look  at  this  story  shows  no 
evidence  of  a cover-up  at  the  CDC.  It  did  not  destroy 
data,  and  it  did  not  lie  about  its  research  results. 
Wakefield  dishonestly  spliced  together  sound  bites 
and  scary  images  of  syringes  (much  larger  than  any 
you’ll  see  used  to  administer  vaccines,  of  course) 
to  convince  viewers  of  his  version  of  the  tale.  And 
while  you  may  find  a handful  of  celebrities  and 
politicians  voicing  support  for  the  film,  they  are 
not  trained  in  immunology  or  infectious  diseases, 
and  they  also  are  not  trustworthy  sources  of  health 
information. 


Instead  of  listening  to  celebrities  and  conspiracy 
theorists,  let’s  stick  to  the  science.  Many  studies, 
conducted  by  scientists  around  the  world  (not  just  at 
the  CDC)  and  including  millions  of  children,  have 
concluded  that  there  is  no  relationship  between 
autism  and  vaccines.  Research  suggests  that  autism 
is  a genetic  disorder  that  begins  before  birth,  before 
our  kids  get  any  shots.  The  real  tragedy  is  the  vast 
amounts  of  time  and  money  wasted  studying  this 
thoroughly  debunked  claim.  It’s  time  to  put  those 
resources  towards  research  and  services  to  improve 
the  lives  of  autistic  people  and  their  families. 

Vaccines  are  thoroughly  tested  before  they  are 
approved  for  use,  and  their  safety  is  continuously 
monitored.  Vaccinating  your  kids  on  time  keeps  them 
safe  from  diseases  that  can  cause  pain,  suffering 
and  death.  It  also  strengthens  the  immunity  of  our 
entire  community,  reducing  our  risk  of  outbreaks 
of  preventable  diseases  and  protecting  our  most 
vulnerable  citizens  — newborn  babies  and  those 
with  compromised  immune  systems  such  as  cancer 
patients.  On  this,  every  major  medical  organization 
and  the  vast  majority  of  scientists  and  medical 
professionals  agree  without  hesitation. 

Who  can  we  trust  to  give  us  accurate  information 
if  we  have  questions  about  vaccines?  A great  place 
to  start  is  with  one  of  the  wonderful  pediatricians 
practicing  in  our  county,  folks  with  years  of  medical 
training  who  care  deeply  about  our  children  and 
our  community.  If  you  want  another  perspective, 
don’t  look  for  it  at  the  movies.  Save  movie  night  for 
entertainment  value,  and  look  to  trusted,  evidence- 
based  sources  for  health  information  for  your  family.

CHURCHES  ARE THE 
NEW  HOMES  FOR  CELL  TOWERS 


When  Kate  Sullivan  got  the  postcard  last 
month  notifying  her  of  a proposal  to  place  a 
cell  phone  tower  at  the  church  near  her  Jef- 
ferson Westside  Neighborhood  home,  she 
was  concerned. 

“It’s  going  to  be  in  our  backyard,”  she  remembers  think- 
ing. 

Sullivan  says  she  almost  missed  seeing  that  card  notify- 
ing her  of  the  proposal  to  place  a Verizon  cell  phone  tower 
on  the  Bethel  Temple  on  W.  18th  Avenue  near  Chambers 
Street,  explaining  that  she  either  never  saw  it  or  never  got 
the  first  postcard  that  was  sent  out  in  April  about  the  cell 
tower  proposal.  She  and  other  neighbors  swung  into  action 
and  hied  an  appeal  with  the  city,  squeaking  it  in  before  the  5 
pm  June  6 deadline. 

Verizon  swiftly  withdrew  its  proposal,  but  Sullivan  says 
she  is  concerned  that  this  is  the  harbinger  of  future  cell  tower 
proposals  at  churches  in  her  neighborhood  and  in  residential 
areas  around  the  city. 

“If  you  see  declining  enrollment  at  a church  in  your 
neighborhood,”  Sullivan  warns,  neighbors  should  watch 
out.  Such  towers  may  soon  blanket  the  city  as  cell  compa- 
nies compete  to  provide  users  with  streaming  coverage,  she 
says. 

Sullivan  and  other  members  of  The  Westside  Neighbors 
for  Responsible  Cell  Tower  Placement  want  to  see  upcom- 
ing changes  in  city  code  with  regard  to  cell  phone  tower 
placement  reflect  the  health,  safety  and  livability  concerns 
of  Eugene  residents. 

Alissa  Hansen,  principal  planner  with  the  city  of  Eugene, 
affirms  that  when  it  comes  to  land  use  applications,  “the  last 
several  towers  we’ve  seen  were  on  churches.”  Churches  of- 
ten have  large  properties,  which  meet  setback  requirements, 
she  says. 


There  is  a plethora  of  internet  sites  devoted  to  helping 
churches  with  cell  tower  deals,  their  regulations  and  tax  issues. 

And  the  leases  can  be  lucrative.  In  2015,  Crossfire  Minis- 
tries asked  for  $750,000  to  drop  a long-term  lease  with  AT&T 
for  a cell  tower  in  south  Eugene,  saying  that  was  half  the  value 
of  the  lease.  After  a community  outcry,  AT&T  withdrew  its 
proposal. 

Hansen  says  the  city  is  indeed  revising  its  regulations  but 
cautions  that  city  code  has  to  comply  with  federal  regulations 
and  “can’t  say,  ‘No  cell  towers  in  all  areas.’”  The  city  can, 
however,  “look  at  other  standards  and  tighten  requirements.” 

Cell  companies  will  fight  towns  that  seek  tighter  regula- 
tions. In  May,  Verizon  filed  a lawsuit  against  the  small  city  of 
Capitola  near  Monterey  Bay,  California,  over  the  city’s  cell 
phone  tower  regulations,  arguing  in  its  complaint  that  “the  or- 
dinance is  so  restrictive  that  it  effectively  bars  new  wireless 
facilities  in  most  of  the  city,  even  if  they  have  no  significant 
visual  or  other  impacts.” 

In  its  appeal  against  the  proposed  Bethel  Temple  cell  tow- 
er, the  Westside  Neighbors  group’s  arguments  included  that 
the  city  failed  to  provide  information  that  allowed  for  public 
participation,  that  the  original  April  28  notice  was  “incorrect, 
incomplete,  misleading  and  inadequate”  and  that  the  April  no- 
tice and  the  May  23  notice  were  possibly  not  in  compliance 
with  city  code. 

Hansen  says  that  back  in  November  2015,  the  city  of 
Eugene  initiated  changes  to  “land  use  code  to  provide  more 
protection  in  residential  areas  but  still  comply  with  federal 
regulations.  She  says  when  the  City  Council  gave  its  direc- 
tion, it  “was  very  specific,”  but  at  the  time  the  collocation  of 
towers  with  existing  structures,  such  as  church  steeples,  were 
not  an  issue.  She  says  that  through  the  public  process,  issues 
such  as  collocation  should  be  brought  up  as  the  code  changes 
are  discussed. 


According  to  a February  city  Planning  Commission  meet- 
ing discussing  the  proposed  changes,  the  specific  changes 
were  as  follows:  to  prohibit  cell  towers  in  residential  zones 
except  through  a process,  such  as  a variance,  as  required  to 
comply  with  federal  law;  tighten  application  requirements 
and  approval  criteria  to  better  address  a significant  gap  in 
service;  include  a requirement  that  all  applications  for  new 
cell  towers  include  an  alternative  configuration  analysis;  and 
adjust  height  limits  to  clearly  prohibit  heights  greater  than 
necessary  to  fill  the  identified  service  gap. 

The  most  telling  of  the  Westside  Neighbors’  arguments 
focused  on  the  issue  of  collocation  and  granting  a variance 
for  the  proposed  cell  tower.  Verizon  wanted  to  put  its  tower 
on  the  church’s  steeple.  But  such  a steeple,  the  group  argued, 
didn’t  actually  yet  exist. 

Sullivan  says  that  city  code  allows  for  setbacks,  third  par- 
ty evaluations  and  other  restrictions  for  new  towers,  but  for 
collocated  towers  granted  a variance,  “all  that  goes  away.” 

In  the  Bethel  Temple  proposal,  Sullivan  says  she  was  con- 
cerned about  possible  noise  from  the  fans  associated  with  the 
proposed  cell  tower  as  well  as  possible  health  effects,  which 
she  says  are  not  addressed  in  the  30-year-old  science  used  in 
the  1996  federal  Telecommunications  Act. 

According  to  the  American  Cancer  Society,  “Very  few 
human  studies  have  focused  specifically  on  cellular  phone 
towers  and  cancer  risk.”  And  the  group  says  that  results  of 
a study  on  rats  by  the  U.S.  National  Toxicology  Program 
“found  increased  (although  still  low)  risks  of  brain  and  heart 
tumors  in  male  rats  exposed  to  RF  [radiofrequency]  radia- 
tion.” 

Sullivan  likens  the  possible  health  effects  of  cell  phone 
and  tower  exposure  to  the  era  in  which  the  cancer-causing 
effects  of  smoking  were  not  known. 

Hansen  says  of  the  proposed  changes  to  city  code  on  cell 
towers:  “We’re  hopeful  that  we  will  be  able  to  start  the  pro- 
cess in  the  next  couple  of  months”  and  make  the  proposed 
regulations  “widely  available  to  interested  parties  and  service 
providers”  and  get  as  much  public  input  as  possible.  ■

THE  RIVER  IS  ALIVE, 
COME  CHECK  IT  OUT 


Kim  Nelson,  Oregon  State  University,  will  talk  about 
the  ecology  of  marbled  murrelets  [Brachyramphus 
marmoratus)ar\6  the  effect  of  forest  landscape  patterns 
and  predators  on  their  survival.  Her  presentation, 
“Marbled  Murrelets,  Landscapes  and  Predators”  is  2-9 
pm  Thursday,  June  23,  in  room  184  at  the  UO  School  of 
Law.  Nelson  discusses  the  marbled  murrelet,  “a  secretive 
seabird”  that  breeds  in  older-aged  forests  alongthe  west 
coast  of  North  America,  including  Oregon.  “Marbled 
murrelet  populations  have  declined  over  much  of  their 
range  due  primarily  to  current  and  historic  loss  and 
fragmentation  of  their  breeding  habitat.” 

On  a related  note,  conservation  groups  including 
Cascadia  Wildlands,  Oregon  Wild  and  Coast  Range  Forest 
Watch  submitted  petitions  June  21  asking  the  Oregon 
Department  of  Fish  and  Wildlife  (ODFW)  and  the  Oregon 
Board  of  Forestry  to  take  new  measures  to  better  identify 
and  protect  important  forest  areas  for  protected  marbled 
murrelets.  According  to  a press  release,  the  petition  to 
ODFW  requests  that  the  agency  “uplist”  the  marbled 
murrelet  to  “endangered”  status  under  the  Oregon 
Endangered  Species  Act  (OESA).The  petition  to  the  Board 
of  Forestry  asks  the  agency  to  identify  and  protect 
important  forest  sites  critical  to  the  species’  survival.  The 
agencies  are  required  to  work  together  to  recover 
murrelets.  The  groups  say,  “While  murrelets  have  been 
listed  as  a ‘threatened’  species  for  nearly  30  years, 
Oregon  has  never  developed  a plan  to  recover  them  or 
protect  the  old-growth  forests  where  they  live.”

the  project  is  anticipated  to  disturb  13.3  acres  of  land, 
with  discharges  flowing  to  Amazon  Creek.  DEQ  is  also 
accepting  comments  through  5 pm  on  June  30  on  the 
proposed  issuance  of  Clean  Water  Act  permit  coverage  to 
Land  Whisperers  LLC  for  construction  stormwater 
discharges  from  Willow  Run  Subdivision,  a 43  lot 
subdivision  to  be  located  at  Irvington  Drive  and  Golf 
Course  Way.  According  to  the  permit  application,  the 
project  is  anticipated  to  disturb  8 acres  of  land,  with 
discharges  flowing  to  the  A-l  Channel  of  the  Amazon 
Creek  System.

MRG  Foundation,  once  known  as  the  McKen- 
zie River  Gathering,  began  on  the  banks  on 
the  river  for  which  the  foundation  was  named, 
says  the  group’s  communications  manager  Ali- 
son Wandschneider. 

Founders  Leslie  Brocklebank  and  her  husband  Charles 
Gray  came  into  an  inheritance  of  about  $500,000,  Wand- 
schneider says,  and  brought  a group  of  activists  and  phi- 
lanthropists together  to  figure  out  how  the  money  could 
have  the  deepest  impact  on  the  root  causes  of  social  ineq- 
uity and  environmental  degradation. 

Forty  years  later,  MRG  Foundation  has  “rethought  the 
way  foundations  could  be  built  and  act,  and  allows  those 
most  affected  to  figure  out  how  to  best  solve  the  tricky 
problems  of  the  day,”  she  says. 

While  MRG  now  makes  grants  all  over  Oregon,  it 
originally  had  a Eugene  focus,  Wandschneider  says,  and 
on  Sunday,  June  26,  the  group  will  host  its  annual  Social 
Justice  Summer  Party  here  in  Eugene  at  the  Campbell  Se- 
nior Center.

tor Liz  Lawrence  says.  “We’re  really  lucky  here  to  have 
forward-looking  people  who  want  to  support  projects  like 
this.”

volunteers  from  people  coming  to  the  summer  party,  she 
says. 

MRG  still  has  an  activist-led  grant-making  model, 
Wandschneider  says,  former  grantees  and  activists  on  the 
ground  work  to  decide  who  should  get  grants  — “people 
who  understand  the  movement  and  stay  rooted,”  she  says. 

Locally,  groups  such  as  Beyond  Toxics,  Eugene- 
Springheld  NAACP  and  CALC  (Community  Alliance 
of  Lane  County)  have  received  funding  from  MRG,  and 
Wandschneider  says  that  CALC  was  one  of  the  original 
1976  grants. 

Statewide,  MRG  has  funded  empowering  LGBTQ 
youth,  the  Rural  Organizing  Project  and  Lakota  Oyate 
Ki,  which  engages  incarcerated  Native  Americans  in  tra- 
ditional cultural  and  spiritual  practices  inside  the  Oregon 
State  Penitentiary,  to  name  a few. 

The  foundation  has  two  grant  cycles  a year  giving  out 
a total  17  of  general  fund  grants  per  cycle  with  a total  of 
$225,000  awarded  per  cycle. 

The  Social  Justice  Summer  Party  celebrates  the 
MRG’s  40  years  of  work  and  the  work  of  its  grantees.  ■

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ourney  was  pregnant  when  she  was  dumped  at 
a high-kill  shelter  in  California.  Eugene-based 
Luvable  Dog  Rescue  saved  her  just  hours 
before  she  was  due  to  be  euthanized,  together 
with  her  unborn  puppies. 

Months  later  and  miles  from  that  crowded  shelter, 
Journey  and  her  puppies  have  been  living  at  Luvable ’s  dog 
haven  in  the  south  hills  and  have  had  their  portraits  done 
wearing  crowns  of  flowers  by  famed  photographer  Sophie 
Gamand. 

Gamand  and  Luvable ’s  executive  director,  Liesl 
Wilhardt,  hope  that  Gamand’s  soft  and  sweet  portraits 
will  help  maligned  pit  bulls  like  Journey  find  their  forever 
homes  through  the  magic  of  the  photos  and  social  media. 
Gamand  made  a trip  to  Eugene  in  June  to  photograph  the 
dogs  of  Luvable. 

Gamand,  who  is  from  France  and  lives  in  New  York, 
first  went  viral  when  she  published  her  photos  of  wet  dogs 
— portraits  of  pups  wet,  wiggly  and  vulnerable  at  bath 
time.  Those  portraits  were  later  published  as  a book,  Wet 
Dog,  in  2015.  Gamand  went  even  more  viral  in  the  summer 
of  2014  when,  taking  a break  from  wet  dog  portraits,  she 
began  to  put  flower  crowns  on  pit  bulls,  which  kicked  off 
her  Flower  Power,  Pit  Bulls  of  the  Revolution  portraits. 

Gamand  tells  EW  that  when  she  was  12  or  13  she  was 
attacked  by  a large  dog.  While  the  dog  that  attacked  her 
was  a breed  of  French  herding  dog  called  a briard,  she  says 
that  later,  when  she  was  volunteering  in  shelters  and  staff 
would  bring  the  pit  bulls  on  to  her  photo  set,  “I  would  tense 
up,  and  not  engage  too  much.” 

But  then,  Gamand  says,  “One  day,  I decided  to  confront 
these  apprehensions  and  find  out  the  truth  for  myself.  Were 
pit  bulls  crazy,  unpredictable  and  dangerous?  Or  were 
they  just  dogs?  That’s  what  started  Flower  Power.  As  soon 
as  the  first  images  came  out,  in  the  summer  2014,  it  went 
viral,  and  I was  propelled  into  the  role  of  a pit  bull  advocate.” 

Wilhardt  says  that  Gamand  understands  the  “challenges 
faced  by  shelters  and  volunteers.”  She  understands, 
Wilhardt  says,  “how  hard  it  is  to  find  these  guys  homes” 
and  is  committed  to  telling  the  stories  of  the  dogs.  Gamand 
looks  at  the  dog  as  an  individual,  and  goes  that  extra  mile 
to  give  background  history  when  she  posts  a dog  photo 
on  social  media,  showing  with  her  words  and  photography 
what’s  special  and  what  kind  of  home  it  needs,  she  says. 

Gamand  had  to  go  almost  3,000  or  so  extra  miles  to 
come  to  Eugene  from  her  New  York  home.  Wilhardt  says 
one  of  Luvable ’s  many  hardworking  volunteers,  Sandy 
Bezelj,  suffers  from  a heart  condition  and  is  not  able  to 
leave  her  bed  for  more  than  an  hour  or  two.  So  she  helps 
the  nonprofit  out  on  social  media  such  as  Instagram.  Bezelj 
reached  out  to  Gamand  on  Instagram,  Wilhardt  says,  and 
Gamand  wrote  “a  sweet  note”  back.  But  Gamand  wasn’t 
sure  she  could  pull  off  the  trip  to  Oregon  from  New  York. 

A few  weeks  later  a Luvable  Dog  Rescue  benefactor, 
Tony  Low-Beer,  hired  Gamand  for  a private  commission  of 
portraits  of  his  own  five  rescued  pit  bulls.  He  lives  relatively 
near  her  in  Connecticut,  Wilhardt  says. 


Low-Beer  is  73  years  old  and  rescued  his  pit  bulls  from 
his  local  shelters  after  becoming  a volunteer.  Low-Beer  also 
suggested  that  Gamand  make  the  trip  to  Oregon  to  visit 
Luvable  and  then  offered  to  pay  for  the  travel  expenses  for 
her  and  for  her  husband  to  assist  with  all  the  equipment  and 
materials. 

While  Gamand  was  in  Eugene,  Luvable  had  a party  with 
her  and  the  rescue’s  staff  and  volunteers,  but  Bezelj ’s  illness 
meant  she  couldn’t  get  out  of  bed  to  attend,  so  Gamand  and 
her  husband  took  the  time  out  of  their  whirlwind  three-day 
trip  to  drop  by  her  house.  “This  woman  goes  way  beyond 
simply  making  art,”  Wilhardt  says. 

Many  of  Gamand’s  pit  bull  models,  like  many  of 
Luvable ’s  pups,  come  from  tragic  beginnings.  Wilhardt 
points  to  Luvable ’s  resident  mascots  Pika,  a French 
bulldog,  and  Wombat,  a deaf  pit  bull,  as  examples 

Pika,  whose  Instagram  handle  is  Pika_outofthe_hole, 
was  found  living  in  a filthy  hole  in  the  ground  covered 
in  plywood.  She  now  lives  at  Luvable  and  has  more  than 

10.000  people  on  Instagram  following  her  antics.  Wombat 
had  his  ears  mutilated  in  a home  crop-job  that  left  him 
with  chronic  ear  infections  requiring  several  surgeries  at 
Oregon  State  University  that  finally  freed  him  from  pain, 
but  left  him  deaf. 

Wilhardt  says  in  her  17-year  experience  doing  pit  bull 
rescue  “it  really  is  part  of  their  genetic  make  up  for  them  to 
be  good  with  people.”  Dogs  like  Wombat  are  emblematic 
of  the  pit  bull’s  ability  to  “forgive  whatever  cruelty  they 
experienced  at  the  hands  of  humans  and  be  open  to  the 
possibility  of  life  being  different  and  better.” 

She  adds,  “Some  dogs  are  just  better  at  letting  go  of  the 
past  than  others,  and  pit  bulls  are  really  willing  to  live  in 
the  moment  and  trust  people  again.” 

Gamand  says  that  since  starting  Flower  Power,  “I  have 
often  questioned  the  validity  of  my  project:  Are  pit  bulls 
more  dangerous  then  other  dogs?  Is  it  OK  to  promote  their 
adoption?  Am  I being  irresponsible?” 

She  says,  “I  got  lots  of  hate  mail  at  some  point.  People 
would  write  me  to  tell  me  I had  blood  on  my  hands.  It 
was  not  pretty.  But  in  the  two  years  that  I have  been 
working  on  Flower  Power,  I have  photographed  over  250 
pit  bulls  with  flower  crowns.  I have  met  countless  pit  bull 
owners  living  safely  and  happily  with  pit  bulls,  even  with 
cats,  kids,  other  dogs.  Judging  the  entire  group  ‘pit  bull’ 
based  on  their  look  and  supposed  breed  association  is 
ludicrous  and  narrow-minded.” 

Gamand  continues,  “And  when  you  see  what  bad 
people  do  to  pit  bulls  on  a daily  basis,  and  the  kind  of 
abuse  these  sweet  dogs  go  through,  you  cannot  just  ignore 
their  fate  any  longer.  I always  say:  It’s  not  about  whether 
or  not  you  like  pit  bulls.  It’s  about  the  kind  of  humane 
society  we  want  to  be.  Do  we  want  to  euthanize  between 

800.000  and  1 million  pit  bulls  every  year,  for  no  other 
reason  than  our  own  fears  and  shortcomings?” 

Gamand  says  that  during  her  trip  to  Luvable,  “I  was 
particularly  touched  by  Journey’s  story.”  A pregnant  pit 
bull  at  a high  intake/high  kill  shelter  doesn’t  have  a lot  of

options.  The  shelters  often  have  to  “euthanize  pregnant 
females,”  she  says,  “because  it  takes  a lot  of  resources  to 
take  care  of  a mom  and  her  litter.”  Shelters  need  money, 
space  — a dedicated  quarantine  area  — and  around-the- 
clock  care  for  the  pups,  she  points  out,  and  “these  shelters 
don’t  have  that  kind  of  luxury.” 

Two  weeks  after  being  pulled  to  safety,  Journey  had 
seven  healthy  puppies.  “I  crowned  them  all  while  I was 
there,  and  they  are  my  youngest  Flower  Power  models  to 
date!”  Gamand  says.  Journey’s  puppies,  with  names  such 
as  Wander,  Galavant  and  Gypsy,  are  also  up  for  adoption. 

On  the  other  end  of  the  age  spectrum  are  Choco  and 
Indie,  a pair  of  11-year-old  pit  bulls  that  were  abandoned 
at  the  shelter  because  their  owner  was  in  the  military  and 
couldn’t  keep  them  when  he  deployed  overseas.  “It  broke 
my  heart,”  Wilhardt  says.  In  her  description  of  the  pittie 
pair  for  Instagram,  Gamand  writes,  “Indie  and  Choco  look 
like  two  old  friends/grandmas  checking  out  the  hot  young 
dudes  on  the  beach.”  Despite  their  age,  Wilhardt  says  they 
are  very  adoptable,  in  excellent  health  and  tolerant  of  other 
dogs.  Choco  and  Indie  were  Gamand’s  first  dual  portrait, 
she  says. 

Wilhart  points  out  that  anyone  who  adopts  one  of 
the  dogs  featured  in  a Gamand  portrait  can  also  get,  and 
treasure,  the  portrait  of  the  dog.  Gamand  is  running  a 
fundraiser  selling  of  her  portraits  in  prints  and  on  canvas 
through  July  1 with  50  percent  of  the  proceeds  going  to 
Luvable. 

Wilhardt  says  one  thing  that  has  dramatically  changed 
the  ability  of  groups  like  Luvable  to  network,  adopt  out 
and  fundraise  for  dogs  in  need  is  social  media.  Gamand 
herself  has  130,000  Instagram  followers  commenting  on 
her  portraits  of  shelter  dogs.  “I  don’t  know  what  people  in 
rescue  did  before  Facebook  and  Instagram,”  Wilhardt  says. 
“Animal  rescue  in  general  has  reached  a whole  new  level 
through  social  media,  the  whole  process  has  been  enabled 
so  much  through  the  internet  and  social  media.  How  did  we 
do  this  before?  You  can  tell  a story  in  15  seconds.” 

The  popularity  of  Gamand’s  portraits  on  social  media 
changed  her  life  too.  “Wet  Dog  was  my  first  project  to  go 
viral,  and  it  made  my  career,”  she  says.  “For  the  first  time 
in  my  life,  I was  able  to  earn  a living  with  my  art.  It  was 
amazing.”  She’s  put  that  popularity  to  use  photographing 
shelter  dogs  and  helping  the  pups  get  homes. 

“To  be  able  to  live  from  your  art,  and  have  your  art  be 
meaningful,  it’s  the  most  amazing  feeling  in  the  world,” 
Gamand  says.  Photographing  dogs,  either  “naked”  or 
with  the  crowns  she  carefully  constructs  is  a way  to 
help  her  understand  humans  better.  “What  dogs  teach 
me,  and  especially  shelter  dogs,  is  that  compassion  is 
key,”  she  says.  “Without  compassion,  we  will  hurt  each 
other  again  and  again.  The  cycle  of  violence  ends  where 
compassion  starts.  I am  still  working  on  that.”  ■

“Baa  baa  black  sheep,  have  you  any  wool?”  Yes,  the 
Black  Sheep  Gathering  — this  weekend  at  the  Lane 
County  Fairgrounds  June  24-26  — has  a lot  of  wool. 
The  gathering,  in  its  42nd  incarnation,  will  feature 
600  sheep,  more  than  120  vendors  and  hundreds 
of  fleeces,  accordingto  Wayne  Thompson  a local 
sheep  grower  and  BSG  organizer.  It’s  a “sheep-to- 
shawl”  show,  Thompson  says,  with  hundreds  of 
sheep,  goats  and  alpacas  and  a huge  marketplace. 
The  BSG  will  also  host  workshops  on  sheep-friendly 
topics  such  as  wool-dyeing,  spinning  and  felting. 

The  BSG  is  an  homage  to  those  sheep  whose  fleeces 
are  known  as  “natural  colored,”  as  their  fleeces 
can  range  from  chocolaty-brown  to  grey  to  black. 
Thompson  says  after  fleeces  have  been  judged  they 
are  up  for  sale  so  the  BSG  provides  a venue  for  those 
with  specialty  sheep  to  sell  their  fleeces.  Raising 
these  animals  and  their  wool  is  an  “avocation,”  he 
tells  EW.

A NEW  WHITEAKER  MURAL  DEBUTS 


A beautiful  transformation  is  happening  at  Whiteaker 
CarPark  South  (5th  Alley  and  Blair  Boulevard).  After  a call 
for  artists  this  spring,  the  Whiteaker  Community  Arts 
Team  (WCAT)  chose  local  artist  lla  Kriegh  to  paint  a 
mural  that  represents  the  unique  Whit  neighborhood  and 
she’s  already  well  on  her  way.  In  fact,  the  mural  is  slated  for 
its  grand  debut  Friday,  June  24,  during  the  Whiteaker 
Art  Walk,  despite  some  ass  clown  spraying  sloppy  tags 
all  over  it  the  night  of  June  12. 

Seriously,  taggers:  WTF?  There  are  enough  ugly  blank 
walls  in  this  city  to  use  as  a canvas.  Defacing  art  is  a rotten 
thing  to  do.  Kriegh,  however,  worked  fast  and  has  already 
painted  over  the  tags. 

“It  is  about  coexisting  with  nature  and  harmonious 
relationships  that  are  necessary  for  sustainable  living,” 
Kriegh  tells  £W  of  the  mural.  “It  is  a nod  to  the  native  people 
that  once  lived  on  the  land;  the  subversive  underground 
culture  that  has  cultivated  an  environment  of  activism  and 
creative  thought;  and  the  homeless  population  that 


continues  to  occupy  the  outdoors.” 

She  adds:  “It  is  an  attempt  to  present  the  humanity, 
beauty  and  community  in  one  of  Eugene’s  oldest  and 
funkiest  neighborhoods  — an  area  that  has  often  received 
negative  attention.  The  image  is  a figure  reclining, 
immersed  in  a dream  where  growth,  acceptance,  change 
and  creativity  come  together  to  create  community.” 

Look  for  more  on  Kriegh  in  next  week’s  issue  as  we  chat 
with  her  about  creating  the  2016  Oregon  Country  Fair 
poster. 

Also  on  the  June  24  Whiteaker  Art  Walk  is  “Social 
Pressure,”  a printmaking  event  6:30  to  8:30  pm  at 
Whiteaker  Printmakers,  1328  W.  2nd  Ave.  Dry  point 
printmaking  will  be  the  theme,  which  is  a “simple  technique 
using  a plastic  or  metal  plate  to  create  an  intaglio  print,” 
write  Fleather  and  Paul  Halpern,  owners  of  Whiteaker 
Printmakers.  “We  have  room  for  eight  people  to  participate 
in  the  printmaking,  and  those  slots  will  fill  up  on  a first- 
come,  first-served  basis.”  No  experience  is  required  but 


there  is  a $10  materials  fee. 

Again  in  the  Whit  that  night,  painter  Adam  Rubin 
opens  his  show  “Surrender  to  the  Flow”  5:30  to  9 pm  at  the 
Bohemia  Apothecary  8c  Tea  of  Life  teahouse,  960  W.  5th  Ave. 
His  swirling,  twisting,  kaleidoscopic  acrylic  works  are  a trip, 
and  worth  a trip.  Also,  there  will  be  puppets. 

If  you  liked  what  you  read  about  rising  artist  Simon 
Graves  in  £W’s  June  9 issue  (“Painting  the  Good:  In  an 
era  of  vitriolic  hyperbole,  local  artist  Simon  Graves  focuses 
on  the  positive”)  — he  does  stunning  portraits  of  Chief 
Joseph,  Frida  Kahlo,  Abe  Lincoln  and  more  — head  to  The 
Wayward  Lamb  downtown.  Graves’  work  will  hang  for  two 
days  only:  June  26-22.

IF  A TREE  FALLS 

Local  artist  Josh  Krute  on  creating  a life-size 
print  of  the  world’s  largest  felled  tree 
— The  Fieldbrook  Giant 

Josh  Krute  likes  wood  — I mean,  he  really,  really  likes  it.  We 
sat  in  a coffee  shop  (at  a wooden  table,  of  course)  and  he  ran 
his  hands  over  the  tabletop’s  grain,  sputtering  off  details  about 
it  with  a pretty  serious  expression  on  his  face. 

“In  the  last  six  or  seven  years,  I’ve  been  printing  sections 
of  wood,”  he  explains.  “I’ve  been  transferring  their  grain  patterns  onto 
paper  — a process  called  relief.” 

Krute ’s  a Western  State  Colorado  University  graduate  with  a degree 
in  printmaking,  but  he’s  also  been  dabbling  in  woodworking  for  several 
years  (see  EW’s  story  “Man  vs.  Nature,”  May  2013).  He  can  tell  which 
tools  make  what  marks  on  a tree  — a dialogue  between  man  and  flora. 

For  the  past  two  years,  Krute  has  focused  on  one  question:  If  trees 
could  tell  their  stories,  what  would  they  say?  Krute  and  a team  of  two 
additional  artists,  plus  his  mum,  are  collaborating  on  a project  to  create 
a life-size  print  cross-section  of  the  country’s  largest  known  tree  — the 
Fieldbrook  Giant  of  Eureka,  California. 

The  giant,  a redwood  about  390  feet  tall  (well  over  30  stories  high), 
was  cut  down  in  1890  and  is  estimated  to  be  1,100  years  old;  its  stump 
measures  35  feet  across.  The  tree  was  witness  to  a fundamental  part  of 
Pacific  Northwest  culture,  as  well  as  its  own  downfall:  logging. 


‘Each  one  of  these 
trees  has  its  own  story, 
its  own  narrative.’ 


Logging  has  two  pretty  defined  sides,  it  seems.  People  do  it  or  peo- 
ple hate  it.  Pacific  Northwesterners  know  the  ups,  downs,  pros,  cons 
and  historical  and  environmental  impact  of  logging.  Since  Krute  most- 
ly works  with  salvaged  wood  from  trees  that  used  to  be  in  the  forest  and 
aren’t  anymore,  he’s  had  to  consider  things  like  the  effects  of  logging, 
the  environment  and  local  communities. 

The  Fieldbrook  Giant  project  sums  up  the  dynamics  between  the 
good  and  the  not-so-good  of  the  industry.  Krute  stumbled  upon  the  tree 
while  researching  a new  subject  of  interest.  He  headed  down  to  Eureka 
in  search  of  the  giant  and  found  that  the  locals  were  unaware  of  this 
treasure  in  their  backyard. 

“Going  to  this  historical  society  in  Eureka,  doing  research  and  look- 
ing things  up  in  their  public  library,”  Krute  says,  “that’s  been  really 
interesting.” 

The  tree  has  played  a big  part  in  the  town,  even  if  the  knowledge 
of  its  existence  was  lost  through  the  years.  Digging  through  archives, 
Krute  came  upon  old  lithograph  prints  of  items  that  were  sold  in  the 
Stump  House,  a small  shop  that  the  tree  was  physically  a part  of,  and 
he  discovered  that  Eureka  resident  Eric  Hollenbeck  had  a crosscut  slab 
of  the  tree  that  measures  13  feet  tall  and  12  feet  wide.  Because  the 
original  stump  has  too  much  decay  for  a print,  Krute  will  use  this  sec- 
tion for  printing. 

“You  try  to  imagine  where  these  trees  came  from,”  Krute  says. 
“Each  one  of  these  trees  has  its  own  story,  its  own  narrative.” 

When  a tree  is  cut,  its  history  reveals  itself.  The  growth  rings  give 
a general  age  range  and  the  type  of  cut  reveals  what  tools  were  used. 
Krute ’s  work  focuses  on  the  space  between  natural  environment  and 
its  destruction. 

Whether  from  a historical  or  environmental  perspective,  Krute  says 
these  prints  can  bring  to  life  the  importance  of  conservation.  He  hopes 
to  see  them  one  day  in  a museum  like  the  Smithsonian. 

Krute  and  the  team  head  to  Eureka  to  create  the  giant  prints  at  the 
end  of  June.

LADIES  & GENTLEMEN 
BEHAVING  BADLY 

Director  Whit  Stillman  proves  himself  perfectly  suited  to 
Jane  Austen’s  biting  wit  in  the  excellent  Love  ® Friendship 

It’s  always  wonderful  to  be  reminded  that  Kate  Beckinsale  is  an  excellent  actress. 

In  2003,  Beckinsale  became  the  face  of  the  Underworld  franchise,  and  people 
seemed  to  stop  taking  her  the  least  bit  seriously.  She’s  too  often  cast  in  dopey  rom- 
coms  ( Serendipity ) or  knock-off  action  flicks  ( Van  Helsing),  and  so  we  forget  that  she 
was  great  as  Hero  in  Branagh’s  Much  Ado  About  Nothing  and  as  Charlotte  in  Whit 
Stillman’s  The  Last  Days  of  Disco. 

Maybe  we  can’t  blame  Underworld  for  trapping  her  in  a small  cinematic  box,  but 
regardless,  bless  Stillman  for  once  again  letting  her  out  of  it.  Our  great  purveyor  of  talky 
films  about  wonderfully  flawed  people,  Stillman  has  in  some  ways  changed  very  little  since 
1990’s  Metropolitan.  He’s  only  made  five  features,  and  took  more  than  a decade  between 
Disco  and  Damsels  in  Distress. 

If  Stillman  has  eluded  your  notice  until  now,  that’s  understandable.  But  Love  & 
Friendship,  his  latest,  should  be  his  calling  card  for  a new  level  of  renown. 

Love  & Friendship  is  based  on  Jane  Austen’s  Lady  Susan.  In  Stillman’s  hands,  the 
novella  becomes  a precise  little  petit  four  of  a him  with  surprising  bite.  Beckinsale  soars 
through  it  all  as  Lady  Susan  Vernon,  a widow  with  no  fixed  address  and  a daughter  she 
needs  to  provide  for.  She  also,  naturally,  needs  to  provide  for  herself,  but  her  reputation  as 
a terrible  flirt  and  manipulator  precedes  her. 

Lady  Susan  certainly  is  those  things,  and  that’s  the  fun  of  it.  Watching  Beckinsale 
deftly  maneuver  people  into  position,  working  sometimes  through  her  good  friend  Alicia 
(Chloe  Sevigny)  and  sometimes  through  unsuspecting  new  acquaintances,  is  like  watching 
the  political  machinations  on  Game  of  Thrones,  just  on  a much  smaller  scale  (with  no 
bloodshed).  She  and  Sevigny  co-starred  in  Last  Days  of  Disco  and  their  level  of  comfort 
on  screen  is  apparent;  Sevigny  is  so  mild,  so  natural,  that  she  makes  more  space  for 
Beckinsale ’s  precisely  tempered  Susan. 

Other  highlights  of  the  cast  include  Stephen  Fry  as  Alicia’s  older  husband;  Jenn  Murray, 
having  a hell  of  a time  as  the  perpetually  overwrought  Lady  Man  waring;  and  Xavier 
Samuel  as  a perfectly  noble,  perfectly  kind  target  for  Susan’s  affections,  such  as  they  are. 

The  great  joke  of  Love  & Friendship  — and  it  is  quite  funny,  in  that  wry,  British  way  — 
is  that  very  little  of  either  is  present  on  screen.  Under  all  the  wordplay  and  posturing  and 
plotting  is  a simple  fact:  Susan  doesn’t  have  any  other  options  but  to  finagle  herself  a new 
husband.  It’s  her  only  means  of  security.  You  can  hate  her,  but  what  else  is  she  supposed 
to  do? 

Stillman  tucks  this  ugly  fact  into  the  corners  of  Susan’s  bright  smile;  it’s  hidden  in 
the  folds  of  beautiful  dresses,  underfoot  in  the  endlessly  sunny  scenes.  You  don’t  even 
have  to  look  at  it,  if  you  don’t  want  to.  But  it’s  there,  like  the  tensions  that  run  under  the 
conversations  in  all  Stillman’s  films,  the  uncomfortable  awareness  that  more  is  on  the  table 
than  initially  appears.  He’s  perfectly  suited  to  Austen  — in  fact,  he’s  perfectly  suited  to 
witty,  sly  period  pieces,  full  stop. 

Let’s  hope  it’s  not  a decade  until  he  makes  another.  (Bijou  Art  Cinemas )

STEPHEN  BUETTLER  IS  PANCHO 


THE  JESTER’S 
COURT 

Weimar  Cabaret  meets  Eugene 
Blues  with  local  rising  band 
Pancho  + The  Factory 

Stephen  Buettler  is  the  principal  provocateur 
behind  rising  Eugene  band  Pancho  + The 
Factory.  He’s  also  the  primary  songwriter  and 
vocalist.  Sitting  next  to  me  at  the  bar  in 
Eugene’s  Wayward  Lamb,  Buettler  vibes  like 
an  off-duty,  dock-working  Pagliacci  with  a rock  ‘n’ 
roll  edge  — due  in  no  small  part  to  his  blue-collar 
handlebar  moustache  and  black  fingernail  polish.  He 
has  a malleable,  expressive  face,  a gentle,  kindhearted 
sadness  in  his  eyes  and  a soft,  teddy  bear-like  physique 
that  some  might  call  cuddly. 

This  makes  sense,  because  when  Buettler  adopts 
his  larger-than-life  on-stage  persona  as  Pancho,  he 
draws  inspiration  from  clowning  — both  literal 
clowns  as  well  as  performers  who  fit  a broader 
definition  of  foolery. 

Whether  you’re  talking  about  rock  ‘n’  roll’s  greatest 
front-people,  Kabuki  performers  or  vaudevillians, 
Buettler  says  a willingness  to  be  vulnerable  is  central 
to  any  performer  engaging  an  audience.  The  best 
performers  expose  themselves  to  ridicule  while 
heightening  the  inner  drama  to  an  absurd  level. 

Buettler  is  a native  Philadelphian,  and  he  recalls 


one  of  the  city’s  oldest  traditions,  the  Mummers 
Parade,  affecting  his  aesthetic. 

“It’s  on  New  Year’s  Day.  It’s  basically  these  groups 
of  guys  called  the  Mummers,”  Buettler  explains. 
“They’re  union  guys,  blue-collar  chubby  dudes.  For 
one  day  out  of  the  year  they  get  lavishly  dressed  — 
feathers,  sequins  — and  parade  down  Broad  Street, 
which  is  our  main  street.” 

He  says  his  love  for  the  theater  of  baseball  also 
inspires  him,  particularly  the  Philadelphia  Phillies 
and  especially  the  lonely,  rigid  yet  emotive  role  the 
pitcher  plays  in  the  game.  Buettler  sees  links  between 
baseball  pitchers,  rock  stars  and  even  mariachi  singers. 

On  a basic  level,  what  Buettler  says  he  brings  to  the 
persona  of  Pancho,  and  what  really  turns  him  on  as  a 
performer,  is  a love  for  all  sorts  of  populist-leaning 
folk  traditions  that  nonetheless  have  strict  stylizations 
and  a focus  on  elevated  personal  experience,  whether 
it’s  a drag  queen,  a grizzled  old  bluesman  or  a hellfire- 
breathing gospel  preacher. 

“It’s  about  being  so  over  the  top,”  Buettler  explains. 
“You  really  make  this  imprint  on  people.  For  me, 
being  a frontman  is  about  having  a mask  to  dance 
behind.  And  I very  much  enjoy  that  role  of  being  that 
jester,  that  clown,  to  be  who  I am  in  my  room  in  front 
of  an  audience.” 

Classically  trained,  Buettler  relocated  to  Eugene 
four  years  ago,  simply  because  it  intrigued  him  and  it 
seemed  like  a good  place  to  be  an  artist.  He  calls  his 
seven-piece  band’s  sound  “rock”  but  also  “working- 
class  music,”  or  “Midwest  Opera.” 

He  runs  the  show,  but  doesn’t  consider  himself  a 
dictator,  allowing  for  collaboration.  He  laughs:  “I  have 
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funny  rules.  I don’t  let  anyone  wear  hats  on  stage.  Hats 
are  too  cultural,”  he  says. 

“I’m  proud  of  the  fact  we’ll  get  punk  kids  at  our 
show,”  Buettler  says.  “We’ll  get  older  dudes  at  the  end 
of  the  bar.  It’s  rock,  it  has  a certain  spirit  and  feel  to  it, 
but  I want  to  create  the  expectation  that  if  I want  to  do 
a TLC-inspired  song,  I’m  going  to  write  that  song.” 

Much  of  Pancho  + The  Factory’s  music  is  built 
around  familiar  formulas:  ’50s-era  rock,  12-bar  blues 
or  Django  Reinhardt-style  gyspy  jazz.  All  of  it  is 
viewed  through  the  same  subversive  lens  that  saw  the 
’60s  meet  early  punk  in  New  York  bands  like  The  Fugs 
or  The  Holy  Modal  Rounders. 

Three  backup  singers  provide  a gospel  edge  and  a 
frequent  girl-group  vibe,  while  Buettler  often  sounds 
like  Nick  Cave,  particularly  on  “Girls  on  Horses.”  It  all 
combines  into  a Cramps-esque  carnival  atmosphere 
with  Buettler  as  undisputed  ringleader  — Andy 
Kaufman  meeting  Jim  Morrison,  or  Screamin’  Jay 
Hawkins  mixed  with  Iggy  Pop. 

Despite  claiming  so  much  inspiration  from  the  East 
Coast,  the  Midwest  and  even  Berlin,  watching  Pancho 
+ The  Factory  gives  you  a sense  that  Eugene  music  — a 
scene  Buettler  contends  is  hitting  its  stride  — might 
have  finally  found  a distinctive  sound,  not  in  a limiting 
kind  of  “local  band”  way,  but  instead  in  terms  of 
finding  a balance  between  Eugene’s  punk  rock  and 
hipster  sensibilities,  its  working-class  atmosphere  and 
Oregon  Country  Fair-style  theatricality,  while  at  the 
same  time  transcending  it  all.  — William  Kennedy

THROUGH 

GENRES 

Catching  up  with  mando  player 
and  new  Oregon  resident  Chris 
Thile  of  The  Punch  Brothers  on 
the  eve  of  Oregon  Bach  Festival 


andolinist  whiz  Chris  Thile  did  not  begin 
his  career  with  an  innate  love  of  classical 
music. 

“Until  I was  15  or  16,  I couldn’t  have 
cared  less  about  classical  music,”  Thile 
tells  EW.  “I  grew  up  playing  fiddle  tunes  where  the 
whole  point  is  getting  people’s  bodies  to  move,  and 
I thought  classical  music  was  completely  divorced 
from  the  body.” 

Although  he  had  family  members  who  played 
classical  music,  Thile  had  already  won  the  national 
mandolin  championship  at  age  12. 

“I  thought  I was  doing  more  hip  music,”  he 
recalls.  “You  guys  do  that  powdered- wig  music.” 

Then  his  grandmother  played  him  legendary 
pianist  Glenn  Gould’s  second  recording  of  Johann 
Sebastian  Bach’s  Goldberg  Variations.  “He  kicks 
into  that  first  variation  and  it  just  took  my  head  off,” 
Thile  says.  “He  was  playing  with  as  much  groove  as 
I’ve  heard  anyone  play  with.  All  of  my  biases  against 
classical  music  just  went  away.” 

That  early  encounter  informed  Thile ’s  relentless 
quest  to  go  beyond  conventional  musical  categories. 
He  spent  the  next  few  years  playing  progressive 
bluegrass  with  his  Grammy-winning  trio  Nickel 
Creek  and  then  the  acoustic  quintet  The  Punch 
Brothers  — a featured  guest  ensemble  playing  with 
Gabriel  Kahane  at  the  Oregon  Bach  Festival  July  5. 

Now  36,  the  California-born  Thile  — who  plays 
a dozen  instruments  and  sings  — seems  equally 
comfortable  playing  rock  and  Bach.  He’s  made 
an  album  of  J.S.  Bach’s  music  transcribed  for  solo 
mandolin  and  will  soon  release  an  album  of  Bach’s 
music  featuring  bass  boss  Edgar  Meyer  and  cello 
champ  Yo-Yo  Ma  (with  whom  he’s  already  collected 
yet  more  Grammy s).  And  he’s  composed  a dazzling 
mandolin  concerto  that  he  performed  with  orchestras 
including  his  new  hometown’s  Oregon  Symphony 
last  year. 


Thile  and  his  wife,  Grimm  actress  Claire  Coffee, 
bought  a house  last  year  near  Portland’s  Washington 
Park,  where  they’re  raising  1 -year-old  Calvin,  who 
enthusiastically  helped  Thile  answer  EW s questions 
(e.g., “Being  a dad  has  helped  me  live  a more 
contrapuntal  life,”  the  2012  Mac  Arthur  “genius” 
grantee  cracked  while  extracting  his  toddler  from 
under  a table). 

Though  Thile  succeeds  Garrison  Keillor  as  host 
of  A Prairie  Home  Companion  this  fall,  he  says  the 
family  has  no  plans  to  move  to  Lake  Wobegon. 

But  for  more  evidence  of  a tendency  to  rock, 
look  to  The  Punch  Brothers’  new  EP,  which  covers 
a song  by  Portland’s  Elliott  Smith.  And  at  OBF, 
Punch  Brothers  will  likely  play  original  tunes  from 
their  recent  T Bone  Burnett-produced  recordings, 
The  Phosphorescent  Blues  and  The  Wireless , along 
with  covers  of  classical  and  other  composers.  The 
band  seemed  equally  at  home  before  older  classical 
music  audiences  at  Portland’s  Chamber  Music 
Northwest  a few  years  back,  as  they  did  serenading 
twentysomethings  last  year  at  Portland’s  Roseland 
Theater  in  a sold-out  show  that  included  music  by 
Debussy  and  Scriabin. 

“We’re  five  guys  who  are  looking  everywhere  for 
great  music  and  are  observing  that  great  music  tends 
to  exhibit  certain  qualities,”  Thile  explains.  “To  me, 
a great  symphony  has  more  in  common  with  a great 
fiddle  tune  than  with  a bad  symphony.” 

Thile  insists  that,  for  him,  there’s  no  inherent 
difference  between  classical  and  non-classical  music. 
“Whether  it’s  Debussy  and  Bartok  or  The  Beatles 
and  Radiohead,”  he  says,  “the  greatest  instances  on 
both  sides  of  that  coin  tend  to  balance  the  learned 
and  intuitive,  and  to  hold  up  to  the  scrutiny  of  either 
approach.”  — Brett  Campbell

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Ever  since  his  sly  2007  breakthrough  — the  witty  Craigslistlieder  — songwriter- 
guitarist-pianist-composer  Gabriel  Kahane  has  rightly  resisted  the  classical  label 
originally  affixed  because  of  his  music’s  relatively  sophisticated  arrangements  and 
instrumentation  and  the  fact  that  his  dad,  Jeffrey  (with  whom  he’ll  share  the  stage  at 
the  Oregon  Bach  Festival),  is  a renowned  classical  pianist  and  conductor. 

While  proud  of  his  pop  (in  both  senses),  the  junior  Kahane  also  has  written  an  original 
musical,  scored  commissions  from  Kronos  Quartet,  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  and 
Orpheus  Chamber  Orchestra,  as  well  as  recorded  with  Suijan  Stevens,  Rufus  Wainwright, 
Chris  Thile  and  classical  pianist  Jeremy  Denk. 

In  a pair  of  Portland  shows  I attended  this  past  year,  Kahane  appeared  equally  at  home 
as  an  opening  act  for  and  collaborator  with  Thile ’s  folk-rock  band  The  Punch  Brothers  and 
the  string  quartet  Brooklyn  Rider.  The  latter  show  featured  Kahane  originals  that  revealed 
the  meaninglessness  of  the  alleged  boundary  between  pop  song  and  art  song.  Kahane ’s 
music  is  too  ambitious  to  squeeze  into  arbitrary  categories. 

A deeply  insightful  writer  and  observer,  Kahane  seems  especially  inspired  by  the 
relationship  between  people  and  historic  places,  as  in  his  beautifully  poignant  albums  about 
his  Los  Angeles  birthplace  — Where  Are  The  Arms  and  The  Ambassador  — and  a musical 
set  in  a midcentury  bohemian  artists’  rooming  house  in  his  current  hometown  of  Brooklyn. 
The  35-year-old  composer’s  OBF  showcase,  “Gabriel’s  Guide  to  the  48  States,”  sets 


to  music  moving  Great  Depression-era  words  mostly  drawn  from  the  Federal  Writers 
Project’s  famous  Works  Progress  Administration  guides,  which  “serve  as  a time  capsule 
of  a very  different  America  than  the  one  in  which  we  now  live,”  Kahane’s  notes  explain. 

A non-pedantic  combo  of  cultural  history,  geography  and  music,  the  orchestral  song 
cycle’s  lyrics  derive  from  sources  as  diverse  as  old  cowboy  songs  to  tourist- touts  that  “mine 
the  comedy  of  juxtaposing  really  discursive  text  with  music  that  belies  that  discursiveness 
— a celebration  of  these  wonderful  motor  tours  that  were  the  1930s  equivalent  of  Google 
Maps  directions,”  Kahane  tells  EW. 

“It’s  very  meaningful  to  me  to  have  the  Oregon  premiere,”  he  adds.  “Two  of  the  most 
substantial,  emotionally  weighty  parts  of  the  piece  have  to  do  with  Oregon.” 

As  with  his  Punch  Brothers  buddies,  the  breadth  of  Kahane’s  artistic  reach  has  drawn 
exceptionally  diverse  audiences  — a sign  that  young,  genre-busting  musicians  like  them  are 
breaking  down  walls  that  have  long  separated  classical  music  from  contemporary  culture. 

“The  Punch  Brothers  audience  pulls  from  a lot  of  places,”  he  observes.  “It’s  really 
gratifying  to  see  our  attempts  to  create  a new  generation  of  listeners  validated  by  some  kind 
of  metric.”  — Brett  Campbell

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PUPPET  MASTERS 

Portland’s  Tears  of  Joy  Theatre  elevates  the  art  of  puppetry  with  The  Jungle  Book 


What  was  the  last  puppet  show  you  saw?  An 
after-school  special  maybe?  Or  perhaps  a 
storybook  hour  staged  by  librarians  with 
their  hands  stuck  up  some  glorified  socks? 
Portland’s  Tears  of  Joy  Puppet  Theatre 
wants  you  to  throw  out  that  imagery  entirely. 

“There  are  so  many  puppet  shows  out  there  that  I’ve 
seen  that  might  be  great  for  kids,”  says  Emily  Alexander, 
Tears  of  Joy’s  executive  director,  “but  the  parents  are,  how 
shall  I put  this  — not  enjoying  it.  For  anyone  whose  idea  of 
puppets  is  either  Muppets  or  socks  with  googly  eyes,  we’re 
out  to  change  that.” 

She  adds:  “This  is  a wonderful  example  of  puppetry 
done  right.” 

First  founded  in  1972,  Tears  of  Joy  has  staged  tens  of 
thousands  of  shows  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  and  around 
the  world.  The  morning  of  July  9,  the  theater  group  brings 
one  of  its  most  popular  shows  to  the  Hult  Center. 

“The  Jungle  Book  has  been  through  our  touring  circuit 
so  many  times  since  it  debuted  at  least  20  years  ago,  and 
we’ve  always  brought  it  back,”  Alexander  says.  “I’m  sure 
it’s  had  thousands  of  performances.” 

The  origin  of  the  puppet  show  may  date  back  to  the  20th 
century,  but  the  look  is  a good  deal  more  contemporary. 


“We  refurbished  the  puppets,”  Alexander  explains.  “They 
look  better  than  they  ever  did.” 

Those  puppets  set  the  show  apart.  Relatively  speaking, 
they’re  huge.  In  The  Jungle  Book , the  boy  hero  Mowgli 
is  the  smallest  puppet  at  two  feet  tall.  Nearly  all  of  the 
other  puppets  are  to  scale,  including  Mowgli ’s  bubbling 
bear  bestie  Baloo,  his  panther  protector  Bagheera  and  his 
attacker,  the  massive  and  menacing  tiger  Shere  Khan. 

Although  the  characters  and  story  are  familiar  to  anyone 


who  has  seen  the  Disney  version,  the  experience  is  unique. 

“I  love  movies,  but  it’s  like  apples  and  oranges,”  she 
says.  “There’s  a completely  different  energy  onstage  that 
comes  with  that  element  of  the  unknown  when  you  have 
a stage  production.  It’s  like  an  exchange  between  the 
audience  and  the  actors  onstage.” 

The  inclusion  of  The  Jungle  Book  this  year  at  the  Oregon 
Bach  Festival  may  seem  a bit  odd  because,  on  its  face,  the 
show  has  just  about  nothing  to  do  with  Bach.  Even  then, 
in  a program  packed  with  weighty  performances  from 
the  German  master,  a trip  to  the  jungles  of  India  offers  a 
welcome  and  kid- friendly  counterpoint  to  the  likes  of  Mass 
in  B Minor. 

And  just  as  OBF  seeks  to  re-invigorate  the  often  staid 
experience  of  classical  music  concert-going,  Tears  of  Joy 
offers  a similar  reinvention  of  the  puppet  show  as  we’ve 
come  to  know  it. 

“This  is  one  of  our  finest  productions,”  Alexander 
says.  “We’ve  brought  it  back  so  many  times  for  a 
reason.  It’s  a great  chance  for  puppetry  to  redeem  itself.

This  summer,  Oregon  Bach  Festival’s  theme  could  have  been  “Generations.” 
The  fest  features  a father-and-son  team  — Jeffrey  and  Gabriel  Kahane;  lead- 
ers of  two  generations  of  historically  informed  Baroque  violin  — Monica 
Huggett  and  Rachel  Podger;  old  and  new  music  — from  Baroque  and  early 
Romantic  masters  to  contemporary  composers;  veteran  visitors  conductor 
Anton  Armstrong,  pianist  Robert  Fevin  and  organist  Paul  Jacobs;  as  well  as  to- 
day’s rising  stars  — the  terrific  singer  Nicholas  Phan  and  Artistic  Director  Matthew 
Halls;  and  tomorrow’s  musical  leaders  — Youth  Choral 
Academy,  Berwick  Academy  and  more. 

To  open  this  summer  series,  OBF  just  added  a free 
opening  celebration  with  performances  by  the  Oregon 
Brass  Society,  Cullen  Vance  and  the  PICFest  Choir,  as 
well  as  a talk  with  OBF’s  Halls,  5 to  7:30  pm  Thursday, 

June  23,  in  and  around  the  Hult  Center.  Took  for  food 
trucks,  a photo  booth  and  complimentary  champagne. 

Oregon  Bach  Festival  runs  June  23 -July  10,  and 
there’s  so  much  to  hear  and  see.  To  help  you  decide,  here 
are  EW s highlights: 

CONTEMPORARY 
COMPOSITIONS 

After  years  of  looking  mostly  backward,  OBF  resumes 
its  investment  in  music’s  future  by  commissioning  the 
great  Scottish  composer  James  MacMillan  to  write 
this  year’s  must-see:  a major  new  European  Requiem 
premiering  July  3.  Contemporary  music  fans  should  also 
check  out  MacMillan’s  June  28  chamber  orchestra  concert 
featuring  some  of  his  earlier  compositions  plus  music  by 
Britten,  Shostakovich,  Gabriel  Kahane ’s  “Guide  to  the 
48  States”  July  8,  and  the  Oregon  Composers  Forum’s 
five-concert  “New  Pathways”  series,  featuring  emerging 
Oregon  composers,  new  music  star  performers  Molly 
Barth  (flute),  former  Kronos  Quartet  cellist  Jeffrey 
Zeigler,  Roomful  of  Teeth  singer  Esteli  Gomez  and 
more.  There’s  even  a 20th-century  tango  show  June  26  at  Beall  Hall. 


FAB  FIDDLERS 

Portland  Baroque  Orchestra  music  director  Monica  Huggett  — one  of  the 
pioneers  of  the  historically  informed  performance  movement  that  OBF  has  come  to 
embrace  — remains  an  electrifying,  visceral  violinist  whose  bands  move  onstage 
like  pop  stars.  Hugget’s  June  30  concert  features  Baroque  tunes  by  Telemann, 
Bach  and  more.  Also  at  Beall  Hall,  Rachel  Podger,  who  tops  the  next  generation 
of  Baroque  violin  stars,  leads  the  Berwick  Academy  in 
music  by  Baroque  masters  Bach,  Handel,  Telemann  and 
more  July  6,  and  plays  sonatas  and  partitas  by  Bach, 
Giuseppe  Tartini  and  Heinrich  Ignaz  Franz  Biber  July  9. 

YOUNGBLOOD 

Some  of  the  nation’s  leading  high  school  choral 
singers  convene  under  the  direction  of  OBF  veteran 
Armstrong  to  sing  Haydn’s  Lord  Nelson  Mass  at  the 
Stangeland  Family  Youth  Choral  Academy  concert  July 
3 at  the  Hult  Center.  And  Portland’s  Tears  of  Joy  puppet 
theater  entertains  kids  with  The  Jungle  Book  July  9. 

CORE  CLASSICS 

Although  founder  Helmuth  Rilling  won’t  be  here,  his 
successor  Matthew  Halls  leads  two  of  Western  music’s 
landmarks:  Bach’s  career-culminating  B Minor  Mass 
(for  the  first  time  at  OBF,  at  last,  on  period  instruments) 
in  the  festival’s  June  23  opener  at  the  Hult’s  Silva  Hall, 
and  Bach’s  compilation  of  vocal-orchestral  masterpieces 
collectively  called  the  Christmas  Oratorio  during 
the  ever-fascinating  “Discovery  Series”  at  the  Hult’s 
Soreng  Theater.  Appropriately,  between  those  Baroque 
masterpieces  and  the  festival’s  closing  Romantic 
masterpiece,  Brahms’s  consoling  German  Requiem 
and  esteemed  music  scholar  and  keyboardist  Robert 
Fevin  leads  a three-part  series  (June  29,  July  1,  July  3) 
of  music  by  Classical-era  masters  Mozart,  Haydn  and 
Beethoven  at  Beall  Hall.  — Brett  Campbell

There  is  a guy  at  my  work  who  is  into  puppy  play.  I know  this  because  I have  somefriends  in  the  gay  pup- 
py community.  I don’t  give  two  shits  what  anyone  I work  with  does  to  get  off.  All  well  and  good,  except . . . 
he  wants  us  to  call  him  Spike,  his  puppy  name.  Isn’t  this  a case  of  him  involving  everyone  at  work  in  his 
sex  life,  whether  we  want  to  be  involved  or  not? 

Disturbed  Over  Gratuitous  Gratif  ications  Of  Naming  Experience 

“It’s  important  to  note,  firstly,  that  pup  play  isn’t  a sexual  activity  so  much  as  it  is  a head  space,”  said  Amp,  a 
puppy,  a gamer,  a porn  performer,  and  the  cohost  of  Watts  the  Safeword,  a kink-friendly  sex-education  You- 
Tube channel.  “For  DOGGONE’s  coworker,  pup  play  may  be  a comfort  thing,  or  a social  thing,  or  even  a way  for 
him  to  redefine  who  he  is  as  a person  so  that  he  can  take  control.” 

Amp,  who  is  26  and  lives  in  Seattle,  got  into  pup  play  about  five  years  ago. 

“A  daddy  and  his  pup  joined  a group  of  friends  on  a gay  camping  trip,”  said  Amp.  “Their  bond  just  seemed  to 
glow,  and  their  relationship  stuck  with  me  as  something  I wanted  in  my  life.  For  me,  yes,  pup  play  can  get 
sexual  with  my  Daddy,  but  Amp  is  just  who  I am  when  I’m  out  and  about.” 

Like  your  coworker,  DOGGONE,  Amp  goes  by  his  puppy  name  socially  and  professionally.  So  I put  this  ques- 
tion to  him:  Does  he  get  a secret  thrill  and/ora  visible  boner  when  a coworker,  barista,  casual  friend,  or  rando 
calls  him  by  his  pup  name? 

“God  no!”  said  Amp.  “If  someone  calls  me  ‘pup’  in  a really  sexual  way  or  an  aggressive  way,  maybe,  but  not 
when  someone  is  simply  using  your  name.  A pup  name  is  essentially  a nickname,  and  people  use  nick- 
names socially  and  professionally.  So  long  as  the  kinkier  aspects  of  pup  play— tail  wagging,  barking,  ball 
chasing— are  kept  out  of  the  workplace,  DOGGONE’s  coworker  using  his  puppy  name  at  work  doesn’t  involve 
the  office  in  his  sex  life.” 

A quick  thought  experiment,  DOGGONE:  Let’s  say  a female  coworker  married  a man— a really  hot  man— and 
later  confided  in  you  that  she  married  him  because  the  sex  was  great.  And  let’s  say  she  took  her  new  hus- 
band’s last  name.  Would  using  her  new  last  name  “involve”  you  in  her  sex  life?  Being  married  partly  defines 
who  she  is,  it  led  herto  take  a new  name,  and  sex  is  an  important  part  of  her  marriage.  But  her  new  name  isn’t 
just  about  sex— it’s  about  identity,  intimacy,  connection,  and  sex. 

Pup  play  isn’t  as  serious  a business  as  marriage,  of  course,  but  you  should  be  able  to  extend  the  same  cour- 
tesy to  Spike  that  you  wouldn’t  hesitate  to  extend  to  your  hypothetical  straight  female  coworker— that  is,  use 
the  names  you’ve  been  asked  to  use  without  obsessing  overtheir  respective  sex  lives. 

“DOGGONE  should  always  respect  how  someone  identifies  and  asks  to  be  named,”  said  Amp,  “and  regard  the 
sexual  or  kink  aspects  of  someone’s  name  choice  as  a separate  detail.”

I recently  synced  my  phone  contacts  to  my  Twitter  account.  When  I was  scrolling  through  the  list  of 
people  who  turned  up  from  my  contacts,  I saw  a username  that  looked  out  of  place.  It  was  the  account 
of  a low-key  traditional-guy  friend  of  mine.  To  my  surprise,  on  the  account  he  was  dressed  as  a woman 
in  a few  of  the  pictures  and  was  with  another  Twitter  user  who  is  a popular  dominatrixin  the  area  where 
he  lives.  I’m  sex-positive  and  support  people  who  are  gender  nonconforming,  of  course.  I also  work  for  a 
porn  company,  so  I don’t  judge  anyone  who  participates  in  BDSM.  My  concern  is  that  I don’t  know  if  this 
person  is  aware  that  his  account  can  be  found  via  a regular  old  social  media  and  phone  sync.  I don’t  want 
him  to  get  outedfor  being  a fetishist  or  possibly  being  gender  questioning  or  transgender  if  he  does  not 
want  to  be  out.  Should  I give  him  a heads  up?  Should  I keep  my  mouth  shut?  I want  to  be  respectful. 

Knowing  Isn’t  Necessarily  Knowledge,  Yes? 

Send  that  traditional  guy  a note,  KINKY,  but  “bury  the  lead,”  as  they  say  in  the  news  biz.  Instead  of  opening 
with  those  particular  photos  being  easily  accessible  to  all,  open  with  the  relevant  facts  about  yourself:  “You 
know  I work  in  porn,  and  I’m  not  fazed  by  BDSM  or  sex  work  or  any  sort  of  gender-related  sex  play,  and  I’m  a 
big  supporter  of  gender-nonconforming  people  as  well  asthetrans  community.”  Then  let  him  know  what  you 
found,  how  you  stumbled  across  it,  and  howto  adjust  his  privacy  settings. 


My  name  is  Peter  and  I’m  a longtime  fan.  I’ve  also  been  very  involved  with  the  Human  Rights  Campaign 
and  their  work  in  getting  the  Equality  Act  passed.  I’m  21  and  only  recently  out  of  the  closet.  I opened  up 
about  my  sexuality  after  the  passage  of  marriage  equality  last  June  and  have  since  been  a proud  gay 
man.  It  seemed  that  since  marriage  equality,  our  community  was  only  going  up.  Even  the  passage  of 
HB2  didn’t  make  me  cynical  about  the  future.  But  this  recent  shooting  has  changed  my  world  complete- 
ly. Fighting  for  equality  in  housing,  education,  and  employment  seems  like  a joke  after  this  massive  act 
of  violence  in  Orlando.  I’m  looking  to  someone  in  the  community  for  guidance.

They  don’t  win— the  haters  don’t  win— when  they  chase  us,  beat  us,  or  kill  us.  They  win  when  we  stop  fighting. 
Please  don’t  stop  fighting. 

And  please  don’t  despair.  Flundreds  of  thousands  of  us  died  in  the  1980s  and  ’90s  when  hate,  fear,  greed,  rac- 
ism, and  negligence  intersected  with  a deadly  virus.  A lot  of  us  feltthen  the  way  you  do  now— that  it  was  over, 
that  it  was  hopeless,  that  the  coming  out  and  the  organizing  and  the  fighting  had  been  for  nothing,  and  that 
everything  we  had  won  up  to  that  point  was  meaningless.  And  then  we  got  up  off  our  butts  and  we  showed 
them— we  showed  those  motherfuckers— that  the  fight  in  us  was  greater  than  the  hate  in  them.  We  showed 
them  that  we  were  stronger  and  smarter  than  they  were,  we  showed  that  fucking  virus  that  we  were  stronger 
and  smarter  than  it  was,  and  we  made  it  clear  to  them  that  we  were  not  going  to  shut  up  and  die  quietly  or  go 
back  into  the  closet  and  die  alone. 

And  we  had  only  each  other  for  a while  there— for  a long  while.  For  years  we  fought  alone. 

Lookatwho  is  on  oursidetoday— all  good  and  decent  people  everywhere. The  president  ofthe  United  States 
andthe  next  president  ofthe  United  States.  Lookatthe  rallies,  lookatthe  vigils,  lookatthe  outpouring  of  love, 
sympathy,  and  support.  Don’t  look  at  the  killer.  Don’t  look  at  the  haters.  Don’t  look  at  the  vile  comments  left 
by  shit  people  on  Twitter  and  Facebook.  Lookatthe  good.  Lookatthe  love.  Lookatthe  good  and  loving  people 
inside  and  outside  the  LGBT  community  and  take  strength  from  their  love  and  support. 

Then  get  out  there  and  fight.
